In the past 1 have written you about the film of Lee Harvey ' Oswald 
distributing literature in Hew Orleans and sought access to this film. It is 
iay recollection you said you did not have it, that you geve every tiling to the 
Warren Commission or later to the national Archives. I have explored tne 
Archives thoroughly and the film I seek is not there. It v/s s' given to the 
Secret Service. I write you again because I still want to study it in both 
forms in vaica you hove it. If you no longer have it, you suculd be able to 
direct me to it. s 


On December 3, 1963, FBI SA Ha than 0. Drown wrote a report on his 
conference with ’./DSU-TT, New Orleans. The second paragraph begins:

"ivlr. Corporsn stated that, single- f rams prints were made /ports of the 
silent film when OSWALD was distributing leaflets and these prints have already 
.been furnished to the FBI ana to the Secret Service. He stated that a duplicate 
'print of the silent film of OSWALD distributing leaflets had been furnished to 
the Secret vServi ce ." 


How the only copy of the film in the Archives is a duplicate of ell 
three sections soliced together.

of frames. T'ne record 


warrants wonder if frames disappeared for other reasons. There is reason t,o 
believe Federal agents did show prospective witnesses still pictures not now in 
this film. It is beyond doubt that the still also are not in tne Archives . when 
you recall it was known there was a still-unidentified person helping Oswald, you 
can readily see one of the importances of this film and my urgent desire to see_ 
it without further (end i believe illegal) . federal interferences. 

Please believe me when I tell you ^ have interviewed witnesses never 
spoken to by any government agent and those either not asked the necessary questions 
or, according to their reasonable claims (your own agents made identical ones 
under oath), grossly raispre resented by the FBI reports. I believe that under the 
lew I am entitled to immediate access to this information end I again as’: this. 

I would also hope you would share my earnest desire that, if so late, proper 
analysis be made of this evidence. And, as I recently wrote Hr. Holley, 1 ask that 
the Secret Service go over the record of our correspondence, correct the error; in. 
it, and without further • delay make available to :.ie what it is. my legal right to 
have. If there is any item you no longer h eve, you do I enow wwst you did with it 
end I ask that you properly direct me.
